Lerner  Warns 
‘Sleep-Walkers 


“Many  of  us  are  sleep-walkers,” 
suggested  Max  Lerner,  nationally 
syndicated  newspaper  columnist 
and  political  scientist,  in  his  ad- 
dress to  the  BYU  Forum  assembly 
Thursday. 

BECAUSE  WE  ARE  living  in  re- 
volutionary times,  he  explained,  we 
cannot  afford  mental  sleep-walk- 
ing; the  3 “R’s”  should  be  replaced 
with  the  3 “Know’s”. 

The  3 “Know’s”,  Lerner  said,  in- 
clude those  of  knowing  our  world, 
our  craft,  and  ourselves.  With  this 
knowledge,  America  can  fully  parti- 
cipate with  the  world  in  seeking 
new  break-throughs  in  progress.

Lerner  described  four  important 
break-throughs  which  must  be 
channeled  by  future  generations.

“I  am  not  an  optimist  or  pessi- 
mist. but  I am  a possiblist.”  the 
writer  explained.  Because  we  live 
in  a world  of  diversity,  a meeting  of 
the  minds  of  the  influential  powers 
of  the  world  must  be  realized. 

THE  SECOND  break-through 
Lerner  described  was  that  of  the 
creation  of  a genuine  welfare  soc- 
iety. The  pathetic  nature  of  man- 
made problems  of  today  must  be 
man-dissolved,  he  related. 

“Although  we  are  born  unequal, 
equal  access  to  equal  opportunities 
should  be  part  of  the  American 
civilization.”  he  said. 

THE  EDUCATIONAL  develop- 
ment of  the  nation  was  the  third 
break-through  described  by  Lerner. 
Not  only  should  the  opportunity  of 
education  for  jobs  be  given  to  as 
many  as  possible,  but  provisions 
should  be  made  for  the  smaller 
group  of  people  who  will  take  their 
places  in  the  creative  minority  of 
our  country,  he  explained. 

The  growing-uD  process  in  Am- 
erica is  uprooted,  Lerner  stated, 
because  “there  is  no  genuine  identi- 
fication for  youth  which  promotes

ALTHOUGH  not  complete,  the 
draft  appears  to  include  the  follow- 
ing features,  said  Ricks. 

One:  to  “require  proprietors  of 
business  establishments  who  choose 
to  sell  obscene  literature— defined 
by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
as  that  which  has  its  primary  ap- 
peal to  the  prurient  interest— to 
keep  ii  behind  the  counter  and  sell 
it  only  to  persons  old  enough  to 
buy  cigarettes,  which  in  the  state 
of  Utah,  is  19  years  of  age. 

"AND  WHO  shall  be  the  judge  of 
obscenity  in  case  of  controversy? 
In  the  final  analysis,  it  must  be— 
as  it  has  always  been— the  courts.” 

Two:  to  “require  motion  picture 
distributors  to  label  each  movie  as 
to  the  level  of  audience  appeal. 
Those  movies  that  ihey  classify  as 
being  for  “adults  only;  “theater 
proprietors  shall  permit  only  adults 
of  19  years  of  age  and  over  to  at- 
tend.” 

RICKS  SAID  that  the  proposed 
law  is  not  expected  to  keep  obs- 
cenity out  of  the  community,  except 
for  hard  core  pornography. 

“Every  sober-minded  citizen  and 
public  official  knows  that  every 
society  has  to  protect  itself— parti- 
cularly its  young  people— from  pur- 
veyors of  narotics  and  nerversion 
just  as  it  must  protect  itself  from 
crimes  of  violence,  Ricks  said. 

"AT  THE  PRESENT  time,  the 
Provo  police  department  does  not 
even  feel  that  it  has  clear-cut  auth- 
ority to  confiscate  lewd  and  filthy 
photo  graphs.

Draft  Possibilities  Increasing

With  Gen.  Lewis  B.  Ilershey’s  an- 
nouncement of  a probability  of  increasing 
the  draft  from  50,000  to  80,000  a month 
many  male  BYU  students  are  deeply  con- 
cerned about  the  possibilities  of  being 
drafted.

The  draft  is  becoming  one  of  the  few 
routes  left  to  fulfill  military  seiwice.  All 
National  Guard  and  Reserve  Units  in  Utah 
full.  Possibilities  still  available  are 


voluntarly  join  the  services,  or  join  an 
ROTC  program. 


The  issue  has  been  raised  since  the 
draft  was  increased  last  fall  as  to  how  fair 
the  present  draft  laws  are. 


Still  another  exempt  group  (there  are 
over  two  million  of  them)  are  classed  as 
1-Y,  borderline  mental  and  physical  re- 
jects. Some  of  these  are  high  school  gradu- 
ates but  still  rejected  on  educational 
grounds,  and  some  have  such  slight  physical 
impairment  they  might  perform  many  mili- 
tary duties  far  removed  from  front  line 
combat. 


Because  of  various  exemptions,  less 
than  half  those  males  in  the  19  to  26  age 
bracket  actually  serve  under  present  con- 
ditions. 


Exemptions  for  students  attending  col- 
lege oiien  only  defer  military  service  until 
after  graduation.  A far  greater  number 
of  physically  fit  men  are  totally  exempt 
because  they  are  fathers. 


Rising  draft  calls  certainly  justify 
tightening  up  on  student  deferments  to 
insure  that  institutions  of  higher  education 
are  not  simply  used  for  draft-dodging  pur- 
poses. Rut  there  is  equal  reason  to  review 
other  exempt  groups. 


It  has  not  been  announced  exactly 
what  the  Utah  Selective  Service  will  do 
in  reclassifying  college  students  but  indi- 
cations point  to  tightened  standards. 


Another  large  exempt  group  are  those 
classed  4-F  because  of  physical  or  mental 
shortcomings.  Even  these  exemptions  are  at 
times  discriminatory,  being  based  more 


We  hope  that  the  selective  service 
will  give  equal  consideration  to  other  de- 
ferred classifications  as  well  as  the  college 
student  area.

You  stated;  "This  move 
(against  obscenity)  has  been 
tried  several  times  by  different 
communities,  yet  the  Supreme 
Court  has  so  far  found  every 
case  unconstitutional. 


SO,  IN  SUPPORT  of  this  dis- 
cussion may  it  be  said  that 
BYU  Devotional  assign  ment 
are  splendid  so  much  so,  in 
fact,  students  save  as  many  seats 
as  possible  that  their  friends 
may  hear  in  good  companion- 
ship; the  U.S.  flag  is  well  rep- 
resented everywhere  on  our 
patriotic  campus;  the  Health 
Center  has  the  student  interest 
at  heart;  the  dances  are  mar- 
velous; the  parking  facilities  are 
excellent  and  readily  available; 
the  fines  are  just;  the  govern- 
ment, food,  classes,  faculty  and 
administration  are  efficient,  pur- 
poseful. and  inspired;  the  basket- 
ball ticket  system  is  fun.  chal- 
lenging, and  socially  practical 
because  it  brings  so  many  stu- 


ONE  OF  THE  leading  deci- 
sions on  obscenity  concerns  the 
Kingsley  Books  case  of  1957, 
where  the  Court  upheld  a re- 
quest by  the  City  of  New  York 
to  stop  a bookseller,  from  selling 
an  obscene  book.  The  same  year, 
state  and  federal  actions  against 
obscenity  was  also  upheld  in  the 
Roth  and  Alberts  decisions.  Many 
other  instances  could  be  cited. 

Even  in  the  1964  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  which  upheld  the 
right  to  show  a supposedly  ob- 
scene film  in  Ohio,  the  court 
made  a qualifying  statement— 
“State  and  local  authorities 
might  well  consider  whether 
their  hbjec^lv'es  in  thih  area 
would  not  be  better  served  by 
laws  aimed  specifically  at  pre- 
venting distribution  of  objection- 
able material  to  children,  rather 
than  totally  preventing  its  dis- 
semination.” Jacobellis  vs.  Ohio. 


Gentle  Warning 

Dear  Editor: 

A gentle  warning  to  “conser- 
vatives” from  a fellow  “conser- 
vative” on  the  subject  of  ob- 
scenity legislation:  If  we  are  to 
be  effective  in  this  country  in 
our  effort  to  pull  it  from  the 
grasps  of  the  Great  (stultifing) 
Society,  we  must  be  ideological- 
ly consistent,  painful  as  it  may 
be,  in  this  case. 

OUR  APPROVAL  of  anti-ob- 
scenity laws  by  any  government, 
local,  state,  or  national,  is  an 
invitation  for  further  legislation 
in  other  areas  of  one’s  personal 
life.  The  proper  solution  to  the 
problem  of  obscenity,  racial  pre- 
judice. or  any  other  moral  issue 
is  through  persuasion  and  educa- 
tion, not  force.

Another  Cabinet  Post? 

WASHINGTON,  (AP)_President 
Johnson’s  call  for  a 12th  cabinet 
agency,  for  transportation,  comes 
while  the  11th  executive  depart- 
ment still  lacks  its  first  secretary 
and  a clearly  defined  scope  of  ope- 
rations. 

The  recommendation  in  the  State 
of  the  Union  message  Wednesday 
night  also  left  doubts  about  how 
far  the  President  proposes  to  go  to 
blanket  transportation  responsibili- 
ties now  spread  among  35  agenci- 
es at  all  levels  of  the  federal  struc- 
ture. 


LBJ  Plans  Tax  Hike 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)— A Con- 
gressional storm  brewed  Thursday 
night  over  President  Johnson’s  call 
for  a quick  $1  billion  boost  in  ex- 
cise taxes  to  help  offset  the  mount- 
ing costs  of  war  in  Viet  Nam. 

SECRETARY  of  the  Treasury 
Henry  H.  Fowler  formally  sent  to 
Capitol  Hill  that  proposal  and  two 
other  revenue  measures  Johnson 
recommended  in  his  State  of  the 
Union  message.  The  treasury  said 
they  would  boost  revenues  by  $4.8 
billion  next  year. 

The  House  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee plans  to  began  hearings  on 
the  money-raising  plan  next  Wed- 
nesday. 

One  committee  member.  Rep.  A. 
Sidney  Herlong  Jr.,  D-Fla.,  sum- 
med up  the  outlook  for  Johnson’s 
request  this  way: 

'HE'LL  GET  the  tax  increases. 
There’s  no  doubt  about  it.  Of 
course,  there  will  be  opposition.” 

There  is  plenty  of  that.  A check 
of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee 
showed  a majority  of  its  members 
initially  inclined  to  oppose  the  ex- 
cise tax  boosts. 

THERE  is  support  for  the  plan, 
too.  “.  . . I believe  that  this  is  the 


least  objectionable  and  the  most 
painless  way  of  raising  some  need- 
ed revenues,”  said  Sen.  Paul  H. 
Douglas,  D-111.,  who  serves  on  the 
Finance  Committee. 

If  it  heeds  Johnson,  Congress  will 
repeal  two  excise  tax  reductions 
the  President  himself  proposed  nine 
months  ago. 

When  he  proposed  excise  tax 
reductions,  last  May  17,  Johnson 
said  he  had  “no  present  indication” 
that  defense  spending  would  in- 
crease to  an  extent  that  would 
make  the  cuts  inadvisable.

NEW  DELHI,  India,  (AP)— Vice 
President  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  and 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk  met 
with  Soviet  Premier  Alexei  N.  Ko- 
sygin Thursday  for  a long  discuss- 
ion, presumably  on  the  possibility 
of  peace  negotiations  in  Viet  Nam.

Lt  Gen.  Lewis  E.  Hersl'-'^y,  head  of  the  nations 
Selective  Service  system,  i;a>  made  it  painfully 
clear  that  the  United  SUu-‘s  indeed  will  be  forced 
to  induct  full-time  college  students  into  the  Armed 
Forces. 


‘We  are  planning  more  on  50,000  to  80,000  men  v 
a month,"  he  said  as  a confab  of  Southeastern  U.S. 
draft  directors  was  underway.  , 


DURING  THE  PAST  WEEK,  Hershey,  along 
with  his  counterparts  in  the  southeastern  U.S.,  has 
voiced  the  opinion  that  the  way  things  are  going, 
we're  bound  to  have  college  men  in  Viet  Nam- 
like  it  or  not! 

In  Washington,  commenting  on  an  interview 
published  in  U.S.  News  & World  Report,  Hershey 
said  "If  and  when  college  students  are  needed,  we 
will  call  on  the  universities  to  help  us  single  out 
those  male  students  in  the  last  quarter  of  his  class.” 


HE  SAID  FURTHER  THAT  the  probabilities 
that  the  Korean  War  draft  standards  will  be  sur- 
passed is  questionable  right  now  but  “more  than 

likely  we  will  not  have  to.”  

Lt.  Gen.  Edward  W.  Wise,  the  Louisiana  u,- 
rector  and  State  Adjutant,  elaborated  even  further 
on  Hershey's  statement. 


HERSHEY  REALIZED  THAT  it  would  be  an  up- 
hill fight  all  the  way  it  he  were  to  ask  colleges  to 
help  but  he  said  that  at  this  time,  his  department  had 
no  intention  of  returning  to  the  Korean  War  method 
of  examining  students. 

“You  just  can’t  make  an  examination  mats 
fair,”  he  said.  “That’s  why,”  he  continued,  “the  col- 
leges will  cry  their  eyes  out  over  this  draft  matter. 


"I  THINK  WE  ALL  RECOGNIZE  the  benefit  to 
the  nation  of  leaving  a man  in  college  as  long  as  we 
can,”  Wise  said.  “But  we  are  rapidly  running  out 
of  manpower.” 

And  the  Tennessee  head-man,  Arnold  Malone, 
put  it  more  bluntly;  “We’ll  either  make  good  stu- 
dents or  good  soldiers  out  of  them,”  he  said. 


BRIGHAM  YOUNG  STUDENTS,  shouldn't,  how- 
ever, get  too  worried— at  least  until  May.

Command 
alternates  among  them  and  they  learn  to  com- 
mand without  arrogance  and  to  obey  without 
dissent. 

LEADERSHIP  BECOMES  a sense  of  propor- 
tion, an  ability  to  reason,  a quest  for  excell- 
ence, and  dedication  mot  obession)  to  perfection. 

They  learn  the  difference  between  impulsive- 
ness and  reason.
